ustments. Almost anyone knows that 
all the solutions will not be completed 
vy the adults of today. In the face of 
« wide cutting of teaching staffs, m-- 
.erials for work, length of schoo! 
terms, and subjerts that have enrich- 
-’ the school curriculum in an effort 
0 link it to the interests of a modein 
«orld, comes the challenge to achieve 
rreater ‘things in educating boys an: 
swirls than have ever yet been though! 
f. The schools, thus handicapp v 
‘annot be expected to do it alone, Ji 
«a case of parents {o the rescue 
‘Events of the past few years have 
indicated that the nation needy to 
enew its loyalty to the importance 
f education. Obviously it cannot du 
his without a better concept of eav- 
‘ation ‘than the one so widely desert- 
d in hard times.

‘ROTECTION OF STOP SIGNS 
URGED ON ‘MUNICIPALITIES 


Protecttion of stop signs or mark- 
rs on various streets and highways 
s being emplWasized by officials of 
he Aileria Mctor Asscciation, At- 
ention has been drawn to the fact 
hat these signs have been damaged 
r defaced at some points, making 
hem of no use whatever for purposes 
‘or which they are intended. Civic 
iuthorities in some parts of Alberta 
are repairing or replacing signs which 
have been damaged or destroyed. at 
there still are some which have not 
been put. in proper shape. At some 
points signs which were removed by 
some mischevious persons hdaye not 
been replaced, 

Visiting motorists in particular are 
likely to be on a keen lookout for high- 
way signs. When these heve been dam- 
aged, it means that fresh high traffic 
hazards have been created, possibly re- 
sulting in serious accidents, Munici- 
pal and other authorties are being 
nrged to see that highway signs are 
kept in proper shape. Drastic action 
in dealing with culprits who have beer 
found guilty of defacing signs un- 
doubtedly would prove a strong de- 
terent to the practice. Another sug- 
gestion is that highway markers 
should be placed to a greater extent 
at points where there is any feeling 
that they would be of value and maka

HOW TRAINING COUNTS 


An unusually striking illustration 
of the value of training is afforded 
through the study of casualty records 
during the World War. The central 
powers mobilized 22,850,000 men 
and inflicted casualities numbering 
22,090,000 upon the allied forces. 
The allies mobilized 42,189,444 men, 
yet inflicted only 15,405,000 casuali- 
ties,upon the armies cf the centra) 
powers. 

In other words, in the case of the 
nigtily trained troops of the centtal 
Powers an Yverage of nearly one 
casuality was inflicted upon the allies 
for every man mobilized, while it 
took nearly three men of the allies 
to inflict one casuality upon the 
enenzy. 

Allowance must be made for the 
jong distances Some of the allied 
troops had to be transported and the 
fact. that a good many never got to 
the front, still their greater losses 
were chiefly due to. the time con- 
aumed in training, which gave the 
enemy were well trained and equip- 
ped troops from the beginning, a 
tremendous advantage until over 
whelmed by sheer force of numbers.

- after all, are of great importance to everyone. Even the fundamental prin- 
ciples are obscure to the average man, and this applies not only to the 
farmer on the land and the merchant in the country store, but to the 
average business man in the larger centres. | 

It is pointed out that after all it is the average elector who must de-| 
cide what course his country, his province or his community must take 
through what, to the great majority, is an uncharted sea, at any rate un-| 
charted and unknown so far as they are concerned. It is the average elector 
who goes to the polls and gives direction, through his vote, to his repre- | 
sentative who naturally feels that it is incumbent to carry out the mandate | 
thus conferred upon him, 

And in recent years, as a result of general and local conditions, these | 
mandates have largely taken the form of instruction as to what policies | 
should be pursued in regard to questions respecting the uses of currency | 
and credit and the forms they should take, These have lately become im-| 
portant issues in elections, both in restricted community areas as well as in) 
the wider provincial and national fields, not only in this country but in the | 
majority of countries in the civilized world. 

This being the case, it is highly important that the electorate should) 
be well posted on at least the fundamental principles underlying the various 
economic theories presented for their approval or rejection and as to) 
whether or not they are feasible. When new experimnts in financing are} 
Proposed the electors should have some knowledge as to their feasibility | 
or otherwise and some history, if such is available, to guide them as to the| 
results of similar experiments in the past and elsewhere. 

Unfortunately this is not always the case. One hears a great deal of 
discussion on economic topics wherever groups are gathered together. Some 
of the contributions to these discussions are based on sound facts and 
known principles and some, on the contrary are based on pure theorization | 
and largely inspired only by a very natural desire to try something which | 
may prove a panacea. 

Equally unfortunately, however, there is always the risk of an unin- 
formed electorate, or an electorate not well grounded in fundamentals, 
rushing into some experiment which might prove to be disastrous in its 
effects and result in stepping “out of the fryng pan into the fire.”’ 

These statements are not made with the intention of decrying experi- 
mentation in the economic field. On the contrary. The world and condi- 
tions in the world are changing almost daily. Progress must and will be} 
made in this as in other spheres of life. In the field of medicine, in the field | 
of science and in other departments of life, enormous progress has been | 
made in recent years, and largely as a result of experimentation, but! 
usually it will be found that this progress has resulted by moving forward | 
step by step along the path of construction on accepted fundamental facts. 
In these fields results are usually only achieved by workers who know and 
understand basic principles. 

Fortunately the public is awakening to a realization that if they are! 
to guide the destinies of themselyes and their fellows successfully in the! 
economic sphere they must have a grounding of reliable information on! 
which to base their conclusions and to apply as tests, This is demonstrated 
by the tremendous increase in the sale of books and pamphlets on these | 
and kindred topics in the last few years and in the increased demand for| 
such works at the public libraries, 

The greatest immediate danger that exists in this widespread demand} 


for information is the possibility of confusion on the part of readers who | 
are bombarded on all hands with innumerable theories; but this danger may 
be avoided or at least partially offset, if the reader will search for definite 
proven facts, in the light of history and experimentation, and proceed from 
there to build up his conclusions as to what may be safe and what dangerous. 

The proposal to make economics a more important subject of study for| 
the youth of to-day in the schools is one that has considerable merit, but 
until a new generation is grounded in fundamenta's and practical principles, 
the adults who are being called upon to determine policies for present day 
adoption must necessarily continue to seek guidance from available litera-'| 
ture plus their own good common sense.

An Ingenious Library 


Unusual Service Given To Patients 
In Detroit Hospital 

An ingenious rolling library built 
on the wheels and framework of an 
invalid chair provides reading matter 
for patients of Harper hospital in 
Detroit, Michigan, 

The library service is the direct 
result of the long, lonely hours spent 
in a hospital years ago by Mrs, 
Joseph Sanderson, who said: ‘I was 
in a city, with no friends, and the 
hours dragged horribly. I welcomed 
something to read and I know how 
books can brighten up one’s time 
during sickness.” 

There are now more than 700 
volumes, mostly popular fiction, in 
the library, and Mrs. Sanderson has 
20 volunteer “librarians,” who help 
her distribute books. It has become 
necessary to engage Miss Elizabeth 
Morley from the Detroit library to 
catalogue the numerous volumes. 

The library consists of shelves 
built around the framework of an 


old wheel chair and there is a small 
desk on the top shelf, which the 
volunteer worker uses to check 


books in or out. 

The service is free and the library 
frequently receives new and expen- 
sive works that have been presented 
to inmates.
